ſophy, in emulation or imitation of the ancient Athenian Schoolzs, 
and drawang hither the learned{{ and-graveſt men of that Science 
that wereto be found in the whole World, it flouriſhed in allman- 
ner of Heatheniſh karning tilithe rime of K. Lugizs , who was the 
ticfl rhat here imbraced the Chriſtian Faith by thePreaching of Fx- 

41:4 and Damien, lent hitner into Bittatne by Eleuther Bi- 
ot Rome ; and as before ir was very famous through che 
world tor the great proficiency of Erhnick learning. ſo in that bleſ- 
&d time when England was firlt intightened with the glorions 
beamnes ofthe Goſpell, ir much moreflanciſhed with Learned, Holy
